GREAT RISK 

The German bombers run a great 
risk, since German fighter planes are 
\unable, owing to the distance from 
their air bases, to accompany _ their 
bombers, which then fall an easy prey 
to British fighters. 

The necessity for conserving petrol 
is also a serious consideraiion. Twenty 
bombers consume a ton of petrol every 
10 minutes, necessitating about 30 tons 
for a raid on the British Fleet at its 
base.---Reuter,

SIR NEVILE HEND

These are the series of official reports made to Lord 
Halifax by Sir Nevile Henderson, our Ambassador in Berlin 
from April 1937 to the outbreak of hostilities, which have 
now been published by the Government in London and have 
(incidentally) become best sellers. 


The latest of them, containing Sir’ 


Nevile’s final summing up of Hitler 
and his chiefs, sold 4,000 copies. in - 
London alone on the day of ‘publica- 
tion. It was written in the 14 days 
immediately following the Ambas- 
sudor’s return to England, while the 
impressions of the drama enacted in 
‘Berlin were still fresh in his mind. In 
style it is simple, straightforward, and 
restrained: but the pictures it presents 
of the final scenes are so vivid and 
unforgettable as to fix, once and for 
all, the characters and the motives of° 
the men who deliberately plunged 
Europe into war. 

INTENSE HOSTILITY 

This, for instance, is how Sir Nevile 
Henderson describes his interview 
with Herr von Ribbentrop on August 
30:—“It is probable that Herr Hitler’s 
mood in the hour when he had to 
decide between peace and war not an 
amiable one. It was reflected in Herr 
von Ribbentrop whose reception of me 
that evening was from the outset one 
of intense hostility which increased in 
violence as I made each communica~ 
tion in-turn. He kept leaping from 
his chair in a state of great excite- 
ment and asking if I had any more to 
say. I:kept replying that I had and if 
my own attitude was no less tnfriend- 
ly than his own I cannot but say in 
all sincerity that I had every justi- 
fication for it. When I told him that 
I would not fail to report his com- 
ments and remarks to my Govern- 
ment, he calmed down a little and 
said that they were his own ard that 
it was for Herr Hitler to decide.” 


; GOERING FOR PEACE 

Of General Goering the Ambas- 
sador remarks:-“I think there can be 
no doubt that Field Marshal Goering 
himself would have preferred a peace- 
ful solution, but in matters such as 
these it was Herr Hitler's decision 
which alone counted He 
(Goering) had come down definitely 
on the side of peace befure.and it may 
have been difficult for him to adopt 
this course a second time.” 

But the greatest interest of Sir 
Nevile’s report is naturally the light 
it throws on the personality of Hitler 
himsef, and the record it contains of 
the reflections which the German 

_ Dictator’s, behaviour provoked in one 
who both met him frequently and was 
expert in judging character. Speak- 
ing of Herr Hitler, Sir Nevile observes 
that “one-of Herr Hitler’s - greatest 
drawbacks is that, except for two of- 
ficial visits to Italy, he has never 
travelled abroad. For his knowledge 
of British mentality, he consequently 
relied on Herr von Ribbentrop as an 
ex-ambassador to Britain, who speaks 
both French and English, and’ who 
had spent some years in Canada and 
whom he regarded as a man gave him 
consistently false counsels in regard 
to: England, while his successes in 
other spheres induced Herr Hitler to 
regard him more and more as a 
second Bismarck, a conviction which 
Herr von Ribbentrop probably shared 

. to the full. 

Speaking of the Polish Government’s 
warning early in . August that any 
future German interference with 
Polish rights in Darizig would be re~ 
garded. as an act of aggression, Sir 
Nevile remarks that “I have little 
doubt but that the latter phrase ser- 
ved more than anything else to pro-|

his constant endeavour to win Bri- 
tain’s friendship, of his respect for 
the British Empire and of his liking 
for Englishmen generally. Genlu- 
ses are strange creatures and Herr 
Hitler, among other paradoxes, was 
a mixture of wrong-headed calcula- 
tion and violent and arrogant impulse 
provoked by resentment.” 
The final summing up is given in 
these words:—‘There were, in fact, 
for Herr Hitler only two solutions: 
the use of force, or the achievement 
of his aims by. the display of force. 
“If you wish to obtain your objective 
by force, you must strong; if you 
wish to obtain them by negotiation, 
you must be stronger still.” That was 
a remark which he made to.a foreign 
statesman’ who visited him this year, 
and it expresses in the concisest pos- 
sible from the Hitler technique 
..If he could have secured his objec- 
tives by this display of force he might 
have been content for the moment, 
with all the additional prestige which 
another bloodless success would have 
procured for him with his own peo-~ 
ple. But it would only have been to

He had al- 
ways meant to teach the Poles a: les- 
son for what he regarded as their base 
ingratitude in refusing the “generous”

in March. His only manoeuvres since 
that date were with the object of. 
creating circumstances favourable to 
his plans or of inducing Britain and 
France to abandon their Polish ally 
and to leave him a free hand in Cen- 
tral and ‘Eastern Europe.” 

Such then is Sir Nevile’s opinion,’ 
than whom no one was better placed 
to judge.

Indeed, the ineptitude of 
Nazi propaganda must in many quar- 
ters recoil to the advantage of the 
Allies. \ ‘ 
BRITAIN “THE VILLAIN". 

From: the babel of broadcasts in 
German, English, ‘French, Dutch and 
other languages three Nazi aims 
emerge: ‘ 

(1) To magnify Germany's mili- 

"tary and diplomatic achieve- 

ments; ‘ . 

(2) To blacken Britain’s' name in 

the eyes of the world; 

(3) To shake France out of her 

alliance with Britain. 

What effect is this daily and nightly 
out-pouring likely to have, especially 
in neutral countries? In _ estimating 
the degree of success with which 


Germany, is pursuing her aims over: 


the ether I make a clear distinction 
between the news bulletins and. the 
frankly propagandist broadcasts. For 
the news bulletins still preserve an 
apparent objectivity.. In particular, 
the daily communique of the. High 


Command is presented in the form. 


of unvarnished statements not sus- 
ceptible to immediate disproof, 
Unless experience teaches listeners 
not to place reliance on official Ger- 
man news, these bulletins will con- 


tinue to exert an effect far more, 


powerful than that of any other 
form of Nazi propaganda. They have 
so far been concerned almost en~ 
tirely with trumpeting Germany’s 
military successes in Poland, and her 
peaceful intentions everywhere else. 


The Nazis’- other two objectives. of. 


black-guarding Britain and shaking 
the Anglo-French Alliance are pur- 
sued ‘with the noisy exaggerations 
and the worst mis-statements of 
pure propaganda. The effect is too 
ludicrous to be dangerous. 

' Britain holds the world stage in 
a 24-hours’ non-stop melodrama en- 
titled “The Villain.” Britain forced 
the unwilling Poles to resist. just 
‘German demands which they were 
Britain is 
dragging France to equally certain 
disaster in the West. The war is 
Britain’s sole responsibility. , 

MR, CHURCHILL'S ROLE ‘ 

When the scene shifts from the 
world stage to Britain itself, . all is 
ruin and despair. Mr. Churchill 
heads a Clique of Jewish financiers 
who are leading the nation to its doom. 
Business life, crippled © (already) 
by next year’s taxes, is collapsing. 
The whole population is in the grip 
of fear. Crime stalks the blacked-out

France. The solemn Berlin voice 
which daily delivers. “warnings” and 
“advice” to the French still gives the 
impression that they are not yet in- 
volved in the war. But in the back- 
ground lurks a wicked Englishman, 
prodding them on with his umbrella 
to attack their hereditary friends 
across the Rhine. ; 

Then numerous broadcasts aim at 
arousing neutral opinion against the 
Allies—or, rather, against Britain. 
These take the form of daily reports 
declaring that the contraband control 
is strangling the economic life of Hol- 
land, Belgium and 'the scandinavian 
countries. , 

Americans—but never America— 
come’ in for attacks which are the 
more bitter because they are person- 
al. The most violent attack I have 
heard the Nazis make on any indivi- 
dual since the war began was launch- 
ed against Mr. H. R. Knickerbocker, 
the American newspaper correspon- 
dent, following his revelations about 
the Nazi party leaders’ fortunes 
abroad (quoted in THE DAILY TELE- 
GRAPH of Sept..21).. The epithets 
applied to him made Mr. Churchill 
appear by comparison a model of un- 
stained integrity. Yet Mr. Knicker- 
bocker was not attacked as an Ameri- 
can, but as a hireling of the British 
“Ministry of Lies.” een 

Such is the substance of the German 
broadcasts.. Their method is worth 
closer analysis; for amusement at. the 
clumsy excesses of. much Nazi pro- 
paganda should not blind Britain to 
‘the real skill with which some of it Is 
“put over.” 

TEMPTING. THE ALLIES 

Take again the news broadcasts. 
The effectiveness of the High Com- 
mand’s daily communique is enhanced 


‘because -it is issued early in the day, .. . 


and because it gives precise detalis 
of the fighting, the numbers of enemy 
casualties and places where aircraft 
are claimed to have been shot down. 
This communique is usually twice re- 
peated by the announcer at slow dic- 
tation speed, so that foreign newspa- 
pers and radio stations which may not 
have received the bulletin. through the 
news: ‘agencies may’ take: down and 
reproduce it. ; Saas 

.Thus the German version. of any 
action has achieved a world-wide cir- 
culation several hours before British 
and French communiques provide a 
corrective. Moreover, the latter are 
frequently vague. . ; ; 

. Doubtless ‘there are sound’ reasons 
for this lack of informativeness on the 
Allied side. The German High Com- 
mand must be as disappointed as are 
newspaper readers.and radio listeners. 
One cannot put aside the. suspicion: ’: 
that some of the.German:claims made

in such precise terms are deliberate 
attempts to ‘sting the Allies, by way 
of denial, into disclosing vital infor- 
mation. “Where is the Ark Royal?” 
asks the Berlin radio—and stil! waits 
for an answer. 

Nevertheless, the effectiveness of the 
German method in. many neutral 
quarters cannot be doubted. The tis- 
tener is frequently confronted with 
the choice between a prompt and 
precise bulletin and a vague and be~ 
lated one. Unable to check the ace 
curacy of either, which is the more 
likely to believe? . 

The remainder of the Nazi news 
bulletins must be the more reassur- 


ing to the German public and con-_ 


vincing to at least a large body of 
neutral opinion because they contain 
little German news and are often de- 
voted exclusively to extracts from 
the foreign Press. Only the fact that 
obscure newspapers of small countries 
contribute so largely to these daily 
surveys insinuates in well-informed 
minds a suspicion that the whole 
truth is not being reflected. : 
._ Germans receive the impression 
that they are encircled by applauding 
neighbours. Critical neutrals must 
often be made to believe that they are 
obstinately standing aside from the 
main current of world opinion, almost 
unanimously pro-Nazi. 

Seldom have I heard quoted in 
these surveys any of the great organs 
of European opinion, never yet an 
American newspaper. 

. TRAP FOR LISTENERS 

This spurious objectivity of the 
news bulletins is in direct contrast 
with the blatancy of the propaganda 
talks and other broadcast features. 
The Nazis have adopted a clever 
means of forcing listeners to hear 
these. At frequent intervals two- 
minute propaganda talks are inter- 
jected into the excellent musical pro- 
grammes from Berlin. Suddenly, be~ 
tween two movements of a symphony, 
an unheralded voice bexins to de~ 
nounce Britain or. to warn France. A 
challenging question is the usual in- 
troduction: 

“Has Britain ever produced a great 
general? No, she gets foreigners to do 
her fighting. But, you may say, there 
are two great soldiers on whom she 
prides herself — Marlborough and 
Wellington. The truth strips them of 
their glamour. Marlborough’s battles 
were won for him by the German 
Prince Eugen, Wellington’s by the 
Prussian Bluecher. Britain loves 
war, but she does not breed warriors. 
Her politicians are great only in mak- 
ing wars and seizing the booty.” 

This examovle is milder than most, 
but it is typical of their style and me- 
thod. ‘There is no escaping these 
thumbnail broadcasts. They dart 
suddenly out.of the ether, and have 
delivered their message almost before 
an unwilling listener can switch off 
his set. ; 

Some of the feature broadcasts are 
staged with elaborate striving for ef- 
feet. When the Nazis wished to dis- 
prove the bombing of the monastery 
at Czestochowa, “the Polish Lourdes,” 
they brought the abbot himself. to the 
microphone, and assembled the .mon- 
astery choir to provide a melodious 


’ 


background to his translated denfals 
that his community had been tou- 
.ched by the war. 

HELP FROM FOREIGNERS 

Many: listeners to. Berlin must have 
noticed the extent. to. which foreign 
residents are lending themselves to 
the purposes of Nazi propaganda. It 
was an American journalist who in- 
terviewed at the miscrophone a man 
said to be the commander of the sub- 
marine which sank the Royal Sceptre, 
posing with assumed innocence lead- 
ing questions which enabled the in- 
terviewer to say everything which the 
Nazis wished to “put over.” If was 
another American who @elivered an 
attack on the veracity of the “New 
York Times.” 

A toreigner, who if not American 
is certainly a non-German who learnt 
hig English in the United States, daily 
broadcasts the most vituperative anti- 
British propaganda to the “ladies and 
gentlemen of the Far East.” During 
the past few days a Danish woman, 
a Dutch woman and a Hungarian jour- 
nalist have come to the microphone 
to assure listeners that they get plenty 
to eat, and that the moral of the Ger- 
man civil population is “splendid.” . 

Such intervention must further 
fortify Germans in the delusion that 
the whole neutral world is on the side 
of the Nazis. — Martin Moore in the 
“Daily Telegraph.”

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TO-DAY’S STRANGE STORY OF REAL PEOPLE 


NO, 99—REMARKABLE 
CASE OF 


JAMES MORGAN 


Here is the story of: stonemason 
who once had America by the ears 
and out of whose mysterious case grew 
a strong political party which threa- 
tened to elect a President of the Unit- 
ed States, 


His name was James Morgan. He 
piled his trade in Batavia, N. Y. but 
did not gain a very enviable record 
for steady habits. He was wont to 
look upon the wine when it was not 
only red but yellow, and he did not 
feel deep pangs of conscience when 
he failed to pay his bills. He worked 
only when he wished to, and between 
employments, he roved about with a 
creefree heart, 
He was a native of Virginia and 
had fought with Jackson at New 
Orleans, an experience which gave 
him much opportunity for boasting 
at the barrooms, where his score was 
chalked upon the shutter. 
For some reason he grew to foster 
a bitter hatred of the Masonic order, 
which before and since the episode 
about to be related has been viewed 
with general esteem. He was a man 
of 50 when his anti-Masonic bitter- 
ness reached degree of threats to 
publish a book exposing the secrets 
of the society. And although at first 
regarded as idle bluster, these threats 
materialized. The book was printed 
at Batavia in 1826, and immediately 
cause great local ~ ‘excitement. Most 
of the leading citizens there, as else- 
where, were Masons, and they resente 
-ed Morgan’s attack upon their bene- 
ficent brotherhood. : 
Shortly afterward, Morgan was ar- 
rested for debt. His troubles then 
commenced to multiply in rapid or- 
der. .On September 11 a body of 
strange men coming from Canadaigua 
seized him and returned with him to 
that place, where he was put in jail 
on a charge of larceny. 
At 9 o’clock the next night those 
who had arrested him set him’ free, 
but he had barely passed out of the 
jail door when six mysterious per- 
sonages seized him and_ hurried 
him to a waiting carriage. In this he 
was driven hurriedly toward Roches- 
ter, but at various points on the road 
-his captors were, by prearrangement, 
relieved by relays of fast horses, 
which rushed, the prisoner to 
Niagara, a deserted military post at 
_ the mouth of the Niagara River. Here 
,Morgan was locked up in the powder 
magazine. Beyond that point his 
movements. have never been traced, 
although the acumen of the most 

shrewd minds of the nation were con- 
‘centrated upon the mystery for a 
generation. . 

As soon as it became definitely 
known that Morgan had disappeared 
the citizens of Batavia held a public 
meeting. which appointed a committee 
charged with solving the mystery. 

They unearthed evidence of what 
they claimed to have been a well

organized conspiracy, embracing many 
secret agents and backed by money. 
Meetings were also in other places. 
Public excitement spread throughout | 
the country and, agitators, who op- 
posed the masonic order, endeavoured 
to inflame the multitude to a belief 
that the brotherhood was responsible 
for the crime, and all sorts of absurd 
theories were scattered broadcast. 
Old friends flew at each other's throats 
and both religion and politics becamo 
involved in the torrent of calumny 
and recrimation that resuited. 


As a sequel to this excitement a 
strong political movement was start~ 
ed and there came into being the anti- 
Masonic party, first known officially 
in town meetings in the Spring of 
1827. Spell-binders, working in this 
party's interest, went about the coun- 


After five years this movement had 
spread from New York State into 
other Commonwealths, with the result 
that in 1832 a national anti-Masonic 
convention was held in Philadelphia. 
William Wirt of Virginia was nomin- 
ated for President to run against An- 
drew Jackson and Henry Clay. In the 
succeeding election, Vermont was 
carried for the party, « which 
polled a considerable vote elsewhere, 
but it soon went out of existence. : 

A corpse discovered at the mouth 
of the Niagara River a year after 
Morgan’s disappearance was for a 
while believed to have been his. The 
Masons claimed that it was the body 
of Timothy Munroe, but Thurlow 
Weed, one of the investigators of the 
anti-Masonic movement, remarked: 
“It is a good enough Morgan for us 
until -you bring back the one you 
carried off!” According to one story, 
the vanished man had been sent into 
Canada and charged to remain there 
in silent exile the remainder of his 
days on pain of death. 

- Others said that he had been turned 
over to a band of Indians, charged 
with the duty of keeping him a pri-

soner as long as he lived. There is 
another story that he had been taken 
in a rowboat out upon Lake Ontario, 
where, after his throat had been cut, 
his body was sunk. In later years a 
wanderer ‘from the Orient claimed 
that he had met Morgan in Smyna, 
and his appearance in other foreign 
states was reported from time to time. 

After public excitement had settled 
down unbiased persons generally ac- 
cepted the belief that the crime rest- 
ed upon the shoulders of one person 
or a few individuals who had a per- 
sonal grudge against Morgan. 

In all probability the searchlight of 
truth will never penetrate the cloud 
which has so long hidden him from 
his brother man.

The Editor, “China Mail”, 

Dear Sir,—My reactions, to C. M, Xavier's 

published protest against the: increased en. 
trance fees of the Ladies’ Softball League, 
fave been in turn of amuseinent and annoy- 
ance. : 
. Amusement, at the utter futility with 
which he has dived into deep thought, only 
to come up without one single argument, 
based on unbigoted reasoning and fair con- 
sideration of facts, fn support of his pro- 
test. -Annoyance, at the temerity with which 
he) =o presumes’ that eight other intelli- 
gent people now regret that they were 
chuckle-headed enough to, without reason, 
vote their clubs out of an extra $5.00 each, 
that he, a member of the committee which 
decided on the increase—did not raise any 
objection when the point was: under discus- 
sion and yet rushes into print after the 
question has been decided. Further causes 
of resentment are his implications that the 
Ladies’ teams have been badly treated, as 
compared to the Men’s and Hong teams, 
and that the League committee, at my b«: 
fest, has caught the prevailing profiteeri:g 
fever. 

Before the Ladies’ representatives voted 
on this increase, I clearly pointed out that 
this was necessary, not because of increased 
cost of balls, but because of the increase in 
the number of balls which wanld be used. 
{It is intended that one ball will be used for 
two matches; 9 teams playing two rounds 
amount to 72 games, for which 36 balls will 
be necessary, these at $3.00 apiece will cost 
a total of $108.00 which is the exact amount 
to be collected from the 9 teams at $12.00 
each. Rubber plate and mound, canvas 
fases, lime etc., are further items of ex: 
pense which are not provided for in the 
present fees, and the Hong Kong Softball 
League will carry the baby, as it did last 
year, from the surplus which it managed 
to accumulate mainly through the financial 
success of the League dance and the visit 
of the American Girls team. 

Mr. Xavier’s argument that more travel- 
fing expenses will be incurred, because 
games will be played at Prince Edward 
Road, cannot be considered as sound, in 
that it. does not apply to all players. It is 
apparent that a great number of players 
live nearer Prince Edward Road than King's 
Park and itis probable that the new venue 
will be more convenient for as many as will 
be inconvenienced by the change. 

In case Mr, Xavier still ‘clearly secs that 
the increase is not justified’? and labours 
under the delusion that the Ladies’ teams 
‘aave been imposed upon, it is with patient
